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Rolling tour helps 
disabled students

Students with disabilities at 
LSUS may soon see some 
changes that will make getting 
around much casidr. 

These changes are the result 
of a "rolling tour" conducted 
during spring break by campus 
administrators. An LSUS stu¬ 
dent suggested the tour as a 
way to address the needs of the 
disabled. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chan¬ 
cellor of student affairs, and 
Larry Ferguson, vice chancellor 
of business affairs, accompa¬ 
nied student Phil Carpenter 
throughout each building and 
compiled Lists of major and 
minor projects. 

Raines said she was "pleas¬ 
antly surprised" about the 
results of the tour. 

"We're in pretty good 
shape," she said. 

Carpenter, a sophomore 
occupational therapy major, 
said the tour yielded some prac¬ 
tical suggestions to make it eas¬ 
ier for disabled students to 
maneuver chi campus. 


"We don't* need to destroy 
the campus, just modify a few 
things,” he said. 

Lowering the handles on 
bathroom doors and making 
them open outward instead of 
inward are examples of some 
simple modifications. Some¬ 
times it may just be a matter of 
putting up a sign or removing 
an inner door to make a differ¬ 
ence. 

"It’s a problem in the chem¬ 
istry lab, for example, because 
the tables are so high," said 
Carpenter. "But instead of 
adapting the tables, why not 
build a portable platform that 
can be removed when there's no 
need for it? In the computer 
labs, they could just reserve the 
end spaces, so they wouldn't 
have to crash through people." 

One project that might 
require significantly more time 
and money is the removal of a 
row of seats in the University 
Center Theater and the place¬ 
ment of a railing that would 
accommodate people in wheel 
chairs. However these projects

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Victims treated as criminals

Acquaintance rape became a familiar word for 
two national figures over the past six months. 
William Kennedy Smith and Mike Tyson were 
both accused of rape. Smith was set free and 
Tyson went to jail for up to six years. 

Tyson's conviction brought out emotions on 
both sides of the issue. Some who believed he 
was innocent were enraged. Still others were dis¬ 
illusioned with their fallen hero. But both the 
Tyson and Smith cases have sent the strong mes¬ 
sage that sex with an unconsenting victim is rape. 

The Louisiana Revised Statutes of 1991 sec¬ 
tion R.S. 14:41 to 14:43 defines rape as “the act 
of anal or vaginal sexual intercourse with a male 
or female person committed without the person’s 
lawful consent." And a person can be charged 
with one of three types of rape of according to the 
current statutes: aggravated rape, forceible rape 
and simple rape. 

Acquaintance rape on college campuses most 
likely will be in die simple rape category, accord¬ 
ing to Ll Micky Lowe of the Shreveport Police 
Department Sex Crimes Division. And it is the 
hardest to prove because there is little physical 
evidence like bruises, abrasions or scratches. 

Simple rape is when the victim is other than

the spouse of the offender, or the victim is 
unable to resist because he or she has been drink¬ 
ing, doing drugs or is mentally retarded. 

If found guilty of simple rape, the offender 
may be imprisoned with or without hard labor 
for no more than 25 yean.

From the time a call comes in of a possible 
rape, Lowe said a patrol officer is contacted by 
the street officer who fields the complaint. Then 
the patrol officer goes to the crime scene to inter¬ 
view the victim.

Constitution needs 
support for strength 

Last December, the Student Government Association pushed 
through a new Constitution with the intention of giving them¬ 
selves, "empowered by the students" according to Joel Morgan, a 
tittle more strength — particularly in the area of University 
spending of student fees. 

The general gist is that the $55 per semester paid for by full¬ 
time students is represented by the heads of different organiza¬ 
tions on a financial committee. The 5GA * the Almagest, the 
debate team, SPECTRA, Student Activities and Intramurals are 
among those represented on this committee. Now, this is where 
this new constitution comes in. 

Before this constitution passed, the final word on student 
organizational budgets was through Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chan¬ 
cellor of student affairs. She rendered the ultimate yay, or nay on 
the proposed budgets submitted by the representatives of that 
committee. 

Now, through this new document, the SGA plans to take a lit¬ 
tle more control over student money by rendering the final deci¬ 
sion through the new SGA senate, one-third of which are mem¬ 
bers of student organizations. Their vote would accept or regect 
the suggestions of Dr. Raines on the budgets, as she is in essence 
the representative of the state, just as the student heads of organi¬ 
zations represent the students they serve. 

But the administration says the constitution has no teeth. Sev¬ 
eral administrators have suggested that the document is of no 
consequence and that since they have not approved it, it is not in 
effect The SGA holds that it is, and they plan to go ahead with 
the new stipulation on student money. 

Part of the motivation for such a measure is as a result of dis¬ 
content of several heads of organizations with what has become 
to be known as the "Slush Fund." It is called this because, 
although these organizations are allowed an individual annual 
budget, they really are all apart of the same fund. Any monies not 
spent by an organization are not held over until the next year. 
Any monies generated internally by an organization become a 
part of the "general fund." The organization that solicited the 
grant or donation does not reap the benefits of iL 

Basically, organizations that overspend are not penalized for 
their actions. Supposing an organization went overbudget, they 
would actually be covered by this "Slush Fund" by someone 
elsc's budget that may have stayed underbudget. 

It sounds like a clever way to insure that the University stays 
in the black. But it is restrictive in that organizations have diffi¬ 
culty trying to update programming and equipment because it is a 
commonwealth system. Everybody benefits from one organiza¬ 
tion's hard work, but by contrast, the one that goes ova- is cov¬ 
ered and suffers no penalty for overspending. 

This is one instance where the SGA has hit upon something 
that will make a significant impact on the role of student influ¬ 
ence over their activities money. Students who complain they 
don T i know what their money is being used for now have the 
chance to support a way to find out 
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'Black on black' racism a problem 


Every year it’s the same old 
tired story—"Racism flares on 
college campuses...” LSUS is 
no exception to the annual "is 
there or is there not racism on 
campus?" question. Last week, 
a letter to the editor stirred up 
the question again, this time 
from a totally different angle. 

Many black students feel 
there is blatant racism on cam¬ 
pus...between the African- 
American students themselves. 

Surprised? Don’t be, says 
Angie, a public relations sopho¬ 
more who is black. 

“What upsets me is the 
hypocrisy. Sometimes we 
become so irate over 'white on 
black racism ’ to the point of 
rioting, yet we discriminate 
against each other over the dif¬ 
ferences within our own 
race...everything from skin 
shade to 'speaking proper,’" she 
said. "I think it’s extremely sad 
for college students to consider 
correct grammar something 
exclusive to one race. They 
can’t see that they are buying 
into the stereotype by equating 
intelligence with whiteness. I’m 
not saying there is not racism 
on this campus, but the type 
I’ve run into and seen has been 
black on black." 

Sadly, Angie is not alone in 
her opinion. John, a senior his¬ 
tory major who is white has 
several close friends who are 
black and one day witnessed 
the problem first hand. 

“We (a black friend and I] 



were leaving the UC and a 
bunch of girls started calling 
out to my friend," he said. 
"Stupid stuff tike, 'hey white 
girl, sellout sister.’ They even 
dogged her for her hair style! 
And she didn't know one single 
person that was sitting there!” 

What John described is not 
unusual or exclusive to LSUS. 
Hollywood direcun Spike Lee 
addressed the game issue with 
his acclaimed film “School 
Daze”, a movie that brought 
"black on black” discrimination 
out of the closet, much to the 
dismay of several African- 
American leaders. 

In an interview with 
“Ebony" magazine (Jan. 91 
issue), Lee said that "blacks for 
years have straggled with our¬ 
selves.,.we just didn't want 
everyone to know. We didn’t 
want to put our business in the 
streets." 

Agreed. There is no way to 


solve a problem if we won’t 
even admit it exists. But the 
issue IS out of the closet and- an 
even bigger question looms: 
What is next for the 15 percent 
of the’s tud ent "body* k down hS 
minorities? What will it take for 
African-American students to 
be harmonious on this campus? 

There are no easy answers, 
buL a good beginning might be 
Utterance, patience and under¬ 
standing. 

LSUS is a microcosm of the 
real world. Students of diverse 
backgrounds are grouped 
together in a Structured environ¬ 
ment much like the world off- 
campus. A student who grew 
up in the Woodlawn or Fair 
Park High School districts may 
suddenly find himself or herself 
in a class with a student who 
never left the Parkway or 
Airline High School districts. 

They may be of the same 
race land age, but both have had 
totally different experiences. 
That is no cause for accusations 
of "wannabe" or ignorance 
about their heritage. 

Every person, African- 
American or otherwise, only 
has his or her life experience to 
draw from. Even within one 
race, no two people are identi¬ 
cal. That is die beauty of cul¬ 
tural diversity, and it is time to 
enjoy it 

Minorities have already 
overcome far too many obsta¬ 
cles to let this issue develop 
into another one.

Student 
wants 'just

Dear Editor: 

As a member of the Intramu¬ 
ral Council, and a former Intra¬ 
mural Supervisor, I must 
respond to the letter to the edi¬ 
tor on March 25 by Jordan’s 
Assets on several points. I will 
respond just as my favorite T.V. 
Detective, Sgt. Friday, with 
"just the facts ma’am, just the 
facts." 

First of all, Jordan’s Assets 
should not have been allowed to 
play because they did not turn 
in their team roster on time. The 
intramural director bent the 
rules in Jordan’s Assets favor 
and allowed them to play.

Mu’s was overturned. The 
Intramural Council felt that 
because the game was called far 
rough play on the pari of both 
teams, neither team should have 
been awarded a win.

Some could argue that this 
type of generalization is in itself 
a form of racism, hatred and 
prejudice. However, I find 
these kinds of genera! com¬ 
ments only hurt the people who 
make diem. We should learn at 
an early age that such blanket 
assumptions hold little, if any, 
real truths. 

So, what is the problem in 
flu's case? Jordan’s Assets says 
“the problem is unmistakably 
racism and not whether or not 
blacks can compete.” No one 
ever questioned the fact that 
African-Americans could com¬ 
pete. 

The K-9’s, a group of out¬ 
standing and fine young 
African-American men, have 
won the LSUS Intramural Bas¬ 
ketball Championship for the 
last three years. They have 
gained the respect of their 
peers, not only for their athletic 
ability, but for how they han¬ 
dled themselves on and off the 
court 

So, why does Jordan’s 
Assets feel the Intramurals pro¬ 
gram is racist and prejudiced 
against them? Did the Intramu¬ 
ral program apply the rules to 
suppress a group of culturally 
different people? Not hardly! 

So, what does Jordan's 
Assets hope to accomplish by 
attacking people in the Intramu¬ 
ral progran as racist? Does this 
solve anything? No, name call¬ 
ing never does. No good comes 
from crying racism without any 
factual basis for it 

So, what is the problem? Is it 
racism? NO! It’s Jordan’s 
Assets' inability to abide by the 
rules and take responsibility for 
their own actions. It is always 
easier to blame someone else

"The crime scene is investigated, the victim is 
taken to Louisiana State University Medical Cen¬ 
ter, where she is given a sexual assault examina¬ 
tion," Lowe said “At this point, we (Sex Crimes) 
are called" 

Lowe said the victim will undergo a pre¬ 
examine interview in which the facts of the crime 
are reviewed. Then a volunteer from the sexual 
assault center comes in to work with the victim 
and the police. 

“In this process, the doctor gives vaginal 
washings, vaginal swabs, plucks pubic hairs, 
head hairs, combs pubic hairs, gets saliva and 
blood samples," he said “All the clothing is 
retained for evidence, then everything is sent to 
die Crime Lab. All of tnis is vitally important 
Once that is done, if we have a suspect the vic¬ 
tim is brought in a day later to give a recorded 
statement.’ 

Lowe said at that point the suspect is charged 
and the case will go to trial. 

When the case goes to court, the suspect 
retains an attorney to defend him. Most often, 
during the trial, it is the victim who is treated 
with hostility, said Ronald J. Miciotto a local 
defense attorney. 

“You have to meat the victim with some hostil¬ 
ity," said Miciotto. "You have to make her cry 
and break down. If she does, she might exagger¬ 
ate some of the events that took place and you 
can get her on that.” 

Miciotto said asking what the victim had on, 
what she had to drink, or if she was leasing the 


suspect are all legitimate questions. 

“Yon have to find out how she was dressed 
and if she was asking for it," he said. "She 
shouldn’t be in a bar dressed like that. Maybe 
she is letting him touch on her quite a bit, what is 
the stopping point? A lot of guys I’ve talked to 
think women want it a little rough." 

But according to Miciotto and Lowe, the 
physical evidence is the most important factor. 
This includes the trauma, bruises, scratches, abra-
